A Sensible Decision.

be drawn into the gigantic slrugglepPresident Wilson has de- 
cided to "stay on his job," as he p'uls'it, and not take an active 
part-in.the fall campaign. He has been asked to speak in 
many places and would have been glad to do so had there not 
so unexpectedly arisen the conditions mentioned. 


And'the chances are that it will be just as well for the .presi- 


dent to refrain from active participation in the campaign. 
While his right to speak for the candidates and principles of 
his party cannot be denied, it is still true .that there is a large 
element aniong the voters which questions the propriety of 
active campaigning on the part of the president of the United 
States. Attempts in this direction in the past lacked the ad- 
miration and approval of thousands of citizens who could not 
avoid the feeling that the president of all (he people was some- 
what out of place on the stump. When a man is elected presi- 
dent of the United States he becomes the representative of the 
country as a whole, to which is due his undivided attention, 
and in the opinion of thinking men he can well afford to leave 
politicahwork in the hands of others. 


The president's interest in the coming campaign is acute 


and easily understood. 
Me feels that his party has handled 


well the important questions that have come up for disposal, 
and he is naturally anxious that it shall be retained in power. 
But the people understand what has been done, and if they are 
satisfied they can be trusted to render their verdict accordingly 
at. the coming elections. The president as a campaign orator 
would be a drawing attraction wherever he appeared, but how 
far his efforts would change public sentiment is a question. 


On the whole, he will appear to better advantage in attend- 


ing to the duties of his exalted office than he would in the role 
of a "spellbinder," and for'this reason sensible men of all 
parties should have no trouble in reconciling themselves to his 
very sensible decision.
